Mr. Hoyt is 'a self made man 
having worked his way while getting 
his education. 


His engineering career has been au 


active one. He has been engaged on 
heavy masonry construction and riv- 
er work in'the Eastern states and on 
large dock construction on the Groat 
Lakes. 


In 1907 Mr. Hoyt entered the New 


York 
state 
highway 
department 


where he soon won recognition as a 
liighway engineer. 


During the last season be has been 


prominent in arranging and carrying 
out tests on an 
experimental 'road 


with various road building materials, 
at Ithaca, N. Y., the work being done 
under the supervision of the office of 
public roads in cooperation with Cor- 
nell University and New York state 
highway officials.

CHARTS^FOR NAVY 


Winterhalter Wants Them All Made 


in United States 


Boston, Oct. 27.—Capt.1 A. G. 
AY In- 


ternal ter,. chief hydragrapher of the 
United States navy,, gave an interest- 
ing talk, on the work .of his : depart- 
ment before the maritime cpnfniittee 
of. the chamber of commerce and 
a 


number of shipping men In'i'onesoi 
the _committ'e'e rooms of the chamber 
of;, commerce o'ri Tuesday arternoon'. 


He explained in detail the extent 


of the work and pointed out the need 
of extending its usefulness. .He said 
tnat before .the, battleship "Beet start- 
ed on its world girdling tour, a care- 
ful' survey' Was taken of the entire 
United States coast, both on, the At- 
lantic and-Pacific; 


He said that' the only cbaits that 


the department have that can be le 
lied upoivUro-charts of United States 
waters. To illustrate how other coun- 
tries are'depended upon for, charts 
of other paits of the world he said 
that the government had to purchass 
ab'but 35,000 charts 
from 
England 


when the fleet readied San Francisco. 


The United States "-lias "to buy all of 
its 
foreign 
charts 
from 
England, 


Franco and Germany... 


Capt. Winterhalter 
believes 
that 


this is entirely wrong and that the 
scope of tho department should be 
enlarged 
so that our 
government 


could produce charts of every part 
of the world. 


As a result of Capt: Winterhalter's 


address it is possible, that the mari- 
time committee may appeal to Wash- 
ington for a sufflicent appropriation 
to enable the hydrographie office to 
be extended and made more useful to 
tho shipping community.
